Lincoln’s Naval Air Station 
has been declared essential and 
more than $3 million will be re­ 
leased to continue relocating the 
base, according to a Wa.shington 
announcement made by Secre­ 
tary of Defense Wilson. 
The funds were previously ap­ 
propriated by Congress to re­ 
locate the station on another 
portion of the Air Force field at 
Lincoln which is being converted 
into a Strategic Air Command 
bomber base. 
Lt. Com. L. R. Buchner, com­ 
mand liaison officer at the sta­ 
tion here, said the money. $3.- 
322.000, will be used to coivstrui t 
a "Denver” type hangar, access 
roads, and other installations. 
The Naval Air Station will be 
located in the southeast part of 
the field—south of the proposed 
municipal air terminal and east 
of the proposed 11,000-foot ea.st- 
west runway. The station will 
be on a 90-acre site. 
Work of relocating the station 
w'as halted w'hen the administra­ 
tion order that projects not 20 
per cent completed be stopped. 
Secretary of the Navy Ander­ 
son requested the Defense De­ 
partment to authorize the relo­ 
cation work and Secretary Wil­ 
son has now complied with that 
request, a Washington spokes­ 
man was quoted.

Red Tanks Roll Back Into East Berlin To Choke Off Strikes 


Alarmed 
Reds Act 
Quickly

B E R L IN f.i*) — The Russians 
sent two tank divisions back to 
Kast Berlin Friday to choke off 
e new wave of anti-Communist 
strikes before they erupt into an­ 
other revolt like that of June 
17. 


It was one month ago that 
two 
million 
rioting 
workers 
shook the Red empire with their 
mass uprisulg throughout East 
Ciermany. 
Alarm ed by a creeping paraly­ 
sis of strikes, the Russians moved 
quickly and menacingly. 
Col­ 
umns of tanks began rumbling 
into East Berlin in the pre-dawn 
hours Friday. 


A ll day long new groups of 


tanks entered the city. 
B y 


nightfall, unofficial estimates 
put the total at around 300. 


The tanks took up strategic 
po.sitions in the outskirts of the 
Soviet sector, ready to pounce 
quickly if the East Berlin work­ 
ers got out of hand. 
It was a.ssumed here that sim­ 
ilar tank operations were de­ 
veloping in other Soviet Zone 
cities where the strikers are most 
iictive. 
Two big strike renters were 
the Soviet-owned Buna synthe­ 
tic rubber plant at Merseburg 
and the Zeiss optical works at 
Jena. 
The Buna plant has been par­ 
alyzed since Wednesday by 
a 
sitdown strike of 14,000 work­ 
ers. 
Zeiss employes struck last 
Saturday. 
The 
Russian 
commander 
in 
Jen a forced them back to work 
Tuesday with a threat to shoot 
every 10th striker, but they are 
reported 
to 
have 
been 
on

slow-down ever since. 
The strikers demand release of 
their comrades arrested in the 
Ju n e nots, firing of their Com­ 
munist bosses— and more food. 
Food became perhaps the sor­ 
est point after ^loscow rejected 
an offer of the United States to 
deliver 15 million dollars worth 
of supplies to East Germany. 
Thousands of East Berliners 
have stormed a West Berlin re­ 
lief market in the last few days 
to get supplies they could not 
obtain in the bare-shelved Com­ 
munist stores. 
West Berlin Borough M ayor 
W illy Kressman, who organized 
the relief market, said he had 
reliable reports

In a remote, primitive section of the 
n w ld , it appears that nothing succeeds like 
•uccesa. Since the recent conquest of Everest 
by Sir Edmund Hillary , New Zealand bee­ 
keeper, and Shepa Guide Teniing , members 
of a British ex pedition, 
two

mountain peaks, one of them said to be even 
more dangerous than Everest in the attempt 
to scale it, have been climbed. 
In this eerie region of fog.s, bitter cold, 
flying snow, and stinging gales, there still

climbers for years if not for generations to 
come. 
It is by no means a settled fact that 
Ev erest itself is the top of the world. 
One 
group of av iators, flying The Hump into 


China and forced off the established route, 
reported a heretofore unknow n peak in a 
prev iously unexplored section of the H im a­ 
layas that louv ers abov e Ev erest. These men 
of course, flying at high altitudes had noth­ 
ing to confirm their findings.

Charles Wesley, who with his brother, John, brought the 
Methodist 
Church into being 
and who will always be known as

stanzas first appeared in 1740 he gav e them the title, “liefore 
Heading The Scriptures,” indicating that they v v ere composed as 
a prayer for Bible inspiration and understanding. 
The Christian world will always be Indebted to Charles Wes­ 
ley for some of its most precious hymn-gems. Among English 
hymnists he shares top fame with Isaac Watts, and his inspiring 
songs—"A Charge To Keep I Hav e,” “ Hark. Tlie Herald Angels 
Sing,” “Jesus, Lov er Of My Soul,” “Lov e Div ine, All Lov e Ex­ 
celling.” “Come, Thou Almighty King,” and countless others— 
will go singing down the centuries to the end of time. 
The Wesley brothers were sons of a prominent Church of 
England clergyman, the Rev . Samuel We.^ley, and grew up in a 
parsonage at Epworth, England. Charles, who was born just a week 
before Christmas in 1707, wrote more than 6,500 hymn-poems in
